1,000 patients 
adm itted to

institution since its opening on 
March 15, 1921. 
Of the first 1,000 patients, 152 were 
medical cases and 710 were surgical. 
In addition there were 73 
maternity 
cases 
and 65 babies were born. 
Of 
the 710 surgical patients admitted to 
the Warmer Hospital, 510 were oper­ 
ated 
upon. 
Tw'o hundred 
required 
no operation, the report show’s. 
Fifty seven persons, or 5.7 per cent 
of those adm itted to the W arner Hos­ 
pital, died. 
Of the total 
number of 
deaths 
recorded 21 
were 
medical 
cases, seventeen of which died after 
Tieing admitted more than 48 hours.

Among the causes listed in the re­ 
port as resulting in death of the 21 
medical 
patients, 
chronic Brights’ 
disease heads the list. 
Nine persons 
dried from this affliction at the hospi­ 
tal. 
Apoplexy and pneumoina each 
claimed two victim*. 
Other diseases, 
which 
caused the death of at 
least 
<»ne person, were acute dilatation of 
the heart, splenic anemia, diabetes, 
influenza, 
acute 
gastroenteritis, 
typhoid 
fever and septicemia. 
One 
death 
resulted from a 
self-inflicted 
wound. 
Of the 31 surgical cases 
w'hich re­ 
sulted in the death of the patient, 19 
we re operative and 12 were non-opera- 
tive, the 
report discloses. 
Causes 
of death among the 19 operative cases 
are as follows: Cancer of the liver, 2; 
appendicitis 
w'ith 
peritonitis, 
6; 
gall stones, 4, puncture of the femoral 
artery, I; 
tubo-ovarian 
disease, 2; 
gangrene, I; intestinal obstruction, I, 
and septicemia, or blood poisoning, 2.

non-operative deaths, 7 
resulted from fractured skulls, 
per­ 
form ated ulcer of the stomach,

bums, suicide, apoplexy and prosta­ 
tic disease each claimed one, accord­

spring scales used in sale of food 
stuffs at retail shall be I ounce: pro­ 
vided, however, that this shall not ap­ 
ply to scales used exclusively in the 
sale of vegetables. 
All devices for adjusting the bal­ 
ance of a spring scale shall be of 
such construction th at they are opera­ 
tive or accessible only by the use of 
some tool or device which is outside 
of any entirely separative from the 
movable mechanism of the scale itself; 
such as a screw driver, wrench, etc., 
but not an adjusting pin. 
No device 
to alter the working or effective length 
of the spring shall be placed on the 
outside of the scale. 
If scales are provided with a hang­ 
ing pan, this shall be suspended from 
a ring and no hook will be allowed. 
A hook may be used only on those 
scales for which no pan is provided. 
Spring scales shall give correct weight 
indications -whether the load on the 
plate, pan, or scoop is being increased 
or decreased.

ing concoctions filled whh fusel oil 
and other harmful ingredients. 
This is the estim ate of the officiant 
of the Prohibition Enforcement Serv­ 
ice. based on reports from agents. 
If anything, the authorities believe, 
the statem ent is an underestimate, 
since many deaths attributed to other 
causes have been due to poisonous 
liquor. 
To a large extent the fatalities 
were due to poor distilling by boot­ 
leggers or impure stocks used to il­ 
licit distilling.
